HE  GRAPHITES  WE  USE  in  the  preparation 
of  this  remedy  is  from  the  finest  English  "draw- 
ing pencils.  Graphites  has  a  unique  place  in 
homoeopathic  therapeutics,  but  is  one  of  those 
remedies  that  is  seldom  indicated.  Personally 
I  have  had  no  marked  cures  from  it.  It  has  helped  many 
times  in  skin  diseases,  constipation  and  the  like,  but  I  have 
had  no  brilliant  cures  frosa  it.  I  do  not  consider  it  any  great 
triumph  to  remove  scattering  symptoms  in  a  case.  I  find 
others  usually  take  their  place  unless  you  go  to  rock  bottom 
and  base  your  prescription  on  a  well  analyzed  grouping  of 
miasmatic  symptoms. 

Graphites  produces  a  grouping  of  symptoms  through  all 
its  provings  that  point  quite  definitely  to  the  tubercular  taint. 
This  is  seen  in  the  mental  symptoms,  even  down  to  the 
symptoms  of  the  skin.  You  will  often  find  tuberculinum  a  bet- 
ter remedy,  although  the  symptoms  may  appear  to  be  that  of 
graphites.  Few  of  my  readers  will  agree  to  this,  but  "search 
the  scriptures,"  as  the  saying  goes,  and  let  the  results  alone 
answer.

It  represents  the 
mixed  miasm,  or  psora  and  the  tubercular  element  combined, 
or  in  other  words  it  is  a  pseudo-psoric  remedy,  as  we  find  in 
hepar,  sulph.,  silicia,  baryta  carb.,  etc. 

The  graphites  patient  is  full  of  grief,  full  of  sad  for- 
bodings  and  fear  of  death.  She  is  a  trouble  brewer ;  is  anx- 
ious and  apprehensive ;  is  looking  out  for  accidents  and  mis- 
haps of  all  kinds.  In  her  insanity  she  thinks  of  nothing  but 
death  (ars).  Many  of  her  mental  symptoms  are  relieved  by 
weeping,  like  Pulsatilla,  and  by  walking  in  the  open  air.  Men- 
tally she  is  unfit  for  work.  Her  mind  is  beclouded.  She 
makes  mistakes  in  reading  or  writing  and  is  generally  absent 
minded  and  forgetful. 
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The  vertigo  of  this  remedy  is  worse  looking  up;  better 
lying  down.  It  is  worse  in  the  morning  with  an  inclination 
to  fall  forward;  sometimes  the  head  feels  empty  or  numb. 
The  headache  is  confined  largely  to  the  occiput.  Like  nat. 
mur.  the  headache  comes  on  in  the  morning  with  a  screwed 
or  constricted  sensation.  There  is  pain  in  the  nape  of  the 
neck;  sometimes  behind  the  left  ear.  There  is  at  times  a 
feeling  as  if  the  whole  brain  were  loose.  It  has  burning  in  a 
small  spot  on  the  vertex  like  sulph.  or  phos. ;  pressive  pain 
in  the  left  temple  with  transient  stitches,  and  violent  pain 
in  the  occiput  with  heaviness  of  the  head,  pressure  and  stiff- 
ness of  the  neck. 

The  eyelids  are  rough,  scaly  and  raw  looking,  often  ooz- 
ing a  sticky  pus.  There  is  much  heat  and  dryness  of  the  lids 
with  burning  and  biting  in  the  canthus.  There  is  great  in- 
tolerance to  daylight,  but  not  to  artificial  light.  YVe  find  also 
double  vision,  and  all  kinds  of  images  appear  before,  the  eves 
on  closing  them.  Fiery  zig-zags  appear  about  the  borders  of 
the  field  of  vision.  In  the  ears  we  have  abnormal  sounds, 
such  as  bubbling  in  the  ears.  There  is  chronic  erysipelas  of 
the  ears  or  face;  sticky  oozing  from  the  inflamed  surface. 
It  often  follows  rhus  tox  in  erysipelas.  There  are  moist  sore 
places  behind  the  ears.  The  sores  are  bluish  and  the  dis- 
charge sticky  pus  or  sticky  serum  like  gumarabic.  Hepar 
sulph.  has  cracks  and  sores  behind  the  ears  also,  but  the  pus 
is  thick  creamy-yellow  and  the  odor  like  hydrogen  sulph. 
The  affected  parts  are  sore,  red,  raw  and  sensative  with 
friable  crusts  forming  over  them.  Tuberculinum  cures  many 
such  cases,  also  cal.  carb.  and  petrolium.  Graphites  occa- 
sionally cures  a  case,  but  seldom  unless  the  cracking  is  marked 
and  the  sticky  secretion  present. 

The  ear  troubles  are  often  accompanied  with  stitching 
pains.  All  sorts  of  noises  appear  in  its  tinnitus  aurium. 
These  patients  hear  better  in  a  noise  or  when  riding  in  a  car- 
riage. In  the  nose  we  have  the  same  cracks  and  fissures  about 
the  nostrils.  We  have  rawness  of  the  nostrils ;  they  look 
raw  and  denuded  of  the  mucus  lining  with  a  gluey,  sticky, 
yellowish  or  bloody  discharg'e.  In  the  mouth  a  similar  condi- 
tion is  found,  or  raw  sore  blisters  in  the  mouth  and  tongue. 
There  are  burning  blisters  on  the  tongue  or  lower  lip ;  stitch- 
ing pains  in  the  teeth  at  night;  dull  pain  at  night  (mercury). 
There  is  much  spitting  or  drooling  from  the  mouth  of  bitter 
or  salty  tasting  saliva  (tub.,  nat.  mur.). 
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There  is  a  sensation  of  constriction  in  the  throat.  It 
has  a  left-sided  sore  throat  like  lachesis;  a  sensation  as  of  a 
lump  when  swallowinng.  Graphites  has  a  marked  rawness  and 
scrapy  roughness  in  the  throat  like  hepar,  but,  of  course,  it 
has  not  the  croupy  rough  voice  of  hepar.  The  feeling  of  a 
lump  or  plug  in  the  throat  is  worse  on  empty  swallowing  like 
lachesis. 

The  stomach  symptoms  are  numerous,  but  the  general 
symptoms  of  the  remedy  are  more  to  be  depended  upon.  The 
appetite  may  be  ravenous  in  the  morning  with  none  at  all  in 
the  evening.  These  patients  have  an  aversion  to  animal  food, 
and  sweet  things  are  disgusting  and  nauseous  to  them  (the 
reverse  of  sulph.).  They  also  have  an  aversion  to  salt  food 
which  is  the  reverse  of  nat.  mur.  They  like  beer  and  cooling 
things  to  drink.  They  have  water  brash  with  a  gnawing  in 
the  stomach  before  dinner.  Like  lachesis  they  cannot  bear 
anything  tight  about  the  abdomen. 

Graphites  has  many  climacteric  symptoms.  It  is  a  good 
remedy  at  that  age,  and  is  more  frequently  indicated  then 
than  in  infancy,  childhood  or  youth.  There  is  a  strong  tend- 
ency to  grow  fleshy  after  the  fortieth  year.  These  patients 
have  a  poor  venous  circulation.  They  are  always  cold;  their 
oxygenation  is  sadly  defective  (cal.  carb.,  hands  and  feet 
cold),  The  blood  is  thin  and  watery;  the  mucous  mem- 
branes are  pale,  the  skin  dry  and  harsh  and  often  thickened 
over  the  joints  and  about  the  mucous  openings  of  the  body, 
or  full  of  cracks  and  fissures.  It  is  one  of  the  few  remedies 
that  have  flashes  of  heat  to  the  face  and  head  at  the  climac- 
teric. 

The  menses  are  usually  late,  pale,  dark  and  watery;  at 
that  time  they  are  chilly,  low  spirited,  weeping  at  trifles. 
Constipation  is  worse  at  the  menses  (better  at  that  time, 
sepia).  The  stools  are  dry  and  hard,  and  not  infrequently 
covered  with  a  slimy  white  mucus.  The  anus  is  sore  and 
cracked ;  the  hemorrhoids  burn  and  sting.  There  are  fissures 
of  the  anus,  which  are  always  worse  at  the  menses  or  when 
constipated.  (Silicia  has  this  symptom  but  the  stools,  as  you 
know,  are  quite  different)  (psor.,  tub.  and  nitric  acid  have 
fissures  with  oozing  from  the  rectum.)  Nitric  acid  is  known 
by  its  stitching  pains.  Graphites  has  a  stool  like  a  clinker. 
Iodide  of  arsenic  has  round  balls  that  are  as  hard  as  stones 
(sepia,  opium). 

Graphites  belongs  to  the  homorrhagic  class  of  remedies. 
They  bleed  easily  from  any  mucous  surface,  nose,  mouth, 
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ears,  uterus  or  old  ulcers.  The  blood  is  thin,  watery  and 
pale  red;  not  infrequently  we  have  vicarious  menstruation, 
nose  bleed,  or  the  spitting  up  of  blood.  The  leucorrhcea  is 
copious,  glutenous  and  corrosive.  The  ntereal  discharge  is 
very  fetid,  horrbly  offensive,  smelling  like  herring  brine 
(mehorrhinum) . 

Skin  Symptoms. —This  remedy  is  rich  in  dermatology. 
In  its  ulcers  the  discharges  are  so  acrid  that  they  produce 
ulceration  where  the  discharges  pass  over  (arsenicum).  The 
same  is  true  of  its  leucorrhcea.  It  is  not  only  corrosive  and 
acrid,  but  glutenous,  gummy,  sticky,  and  very  fetid.  The 
nails  are  thick,  hard  and  brittle  and  break  easily.  Graphites 
produces  hardening  of  the  nails  with  dark  spots;  before  shed- 
ding they  become  dark,  bluish  and  even  black.  Thuja  softens 
the  nails. 

The  skin  over  the  joints  becomes  thickened,  dry,  hard 
and  is  full  of  fissures  which  often  ooze  a  sticky,  honey-like 
fluid.  I  have  seen  the  skin  one- fourth  of  an  inch  thick  in  old 
chronic  prolonged  and  neglected  cases  of  eczema,  especially 
about  the  bends  of  the  elbows,  palms  and  backs  of  the  hands, 
knees  and  joints  in  general.  In  eczema  of  the  scrotum,  it  is 
raw  and  oozes  a  sticky  fluid  (petroleum,  yellowish-green  pus 
oozes  from  the  eczematous  surface  of  the  scrotum).  Eczema 
of  the  axilla  in  women,  with  a  glutenous  discharge,  causing 
excoriation  on  healthy  skin.  The  most  intense  itching  comes 
from  this  remedy.  It  resembles  rhus  tox.  It  is  worse  from 
heat  or  warmth  of  bed  (sulph.).  Eczema  of  the  external 
genitals  of  females  will  quite  often  call  for  graphites.  It 
does  not  often  complete  the  cure,  but  may  sometimes  be  called 
for  in  eczema.  It  is  quite  often  called  for  in  pruritis  ani  in 
women.    The  hair  is  dry,  brittle,  easily  breaking. 

In  children  graphites  is  often  required  to  cure  the  so- 
called  "scajd  head"  of  infants;  seborrhcea  of  the  scalp  in 
children,  eruptions  in  the  flexor  surfaces,  corners  of  the 
mouth,  and  behind  the  ears  (canth.). 

The  fissures  or  cracks  of  this  remedy  become  hard, 
thickened  and  indurated  with  honey-like  secretions ;  they  also 
bleed  quite  readily.  Sometimes  the  skin  is  pale,  waxy  and 
anaemic.  There  is  a  great  tendency  to  throw  out  eruptions 
upon  the  skin  in  graphites.  Old  scars  which  are  very  hard, 
break  out  afresh  and  form  ulcers.  X-ray  has  this  tendency 
also.  Occasionally  the  eruptions  are  dry,  the  crusts  thick,  the 
itching  intense,  and  worse  by  warmth  in  general. 
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The  warts  of  this  remedy,  if  any,  are  dry,  hard  and 
horny.  In  children  the  eyelids  become  thickened,  producing 
ectropion  or  entropion.  They  crack  and  bleed  easily,  or  are 
covered  with  scales.  In  skin  eruptions  you  will  frequently 
have  to  compare  this  remedy  with  petroleum.  In  gonorrrhcea 
and  gleet  the  same  glutenous  sticky  discharge  of  the  remedy 
may  call  your  attention  to  it. 

The  typical  graphites  patient  has  black  hair,  pale  face, 
irritable,  choleric  temperament  and  fine  skin.

(the  hedge  hyssop.) 

ATIXCTURE  is  made  from  the  entire  plant.  It  was 
proven  and  used  by  German  physicians  of  prominence, 
such  as  Nenning,  Harllaub,  Herrmann,  Mahlenbein  and 
others. 

The  first  mental  symptoms  noticed  in  the  proving  was 
insomnia.  One  young  lady  prover  became  very  joyous  and 
happy  on  first  taking  the  drug  and  later  on  became  fretful 
and  ill-humored.  Nothing  pleased  her;  she  desired  to  be 
alone ;  she  was  in  deep  thought,  earnest,  and  reflective  with 
no  desire  to  hold  a  conversation.  She  was  obliged  to  think 
a  long  time  before  answering  questions.  She  was  appre- 
hensive and  slow.  She  had  a  reeling  vertigo  and  when  clos- 
ing the  eyes  it  seemed  as  if  she  would  fall.  This  was  greatly 
relieved  after  breakfast  and  in  open  air. 

GUACO. 

(CLIMBING   HEMP  WEED.) 

3)t|E  ARE  IXDEBTED  to  Dr.  C.  Dunham  for  the  little 
knowledge  we  have  of  this  remedy,  who  received  a 
translation  of  a  proving  of  it  from  Dr.  Elb.  Hombott, 
Schomberg  and  Foster  agreed  that  it  was  the  best  remedy 
they  had  found  for  snake  bites. 

They  applied  the  fresh  juice  of  the  plant  dropped  into 
the  wound.  It  is  said  to  be  a  good  remedy  in  the  following 
diseases:  syphilis,  cancer,  serpent  bites,  chancres,  cholera  and 
spinal  irritation.  If  there  is  any  truth  in  this  statement,  we 
ought  all  to  employ  it. 

It  produces  a  burning,  drawing  and  stiffness  at  the  nape 
of  the  neck  and  severe,  drawing  pains  along  the  spine.  It  is 
worse  in  the  cervical  region,  the  occiput  and  lumbo-sacral 
region.  Burning  drawing  pains  in  the  elbow  joint,  deltoid 
muscle  and  shoulder  and  ankle  joints.  Soreness  and  lame- 
ness is  also  in  the  hip  joint.  All  its  pains  are  said  to  be  ag- 
gravated by  motion. 
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A  powerful  dose  of  the  tincture  brought  on  constriction 
of  the  larynx  and  trachea  with  deafness,  heaviness  and  dif- 
ficulty in  moving  the  tongue,  threatening  paralysis  of  speech 
from  disease  of  the  medulla.  All  numbness,  depression  of 
spirits  and  pain  were  absent.  The  only  other  symptoms  pres- 
ent were  headache  and  redness  of  the  face.  Indeed,  I  should 
say  that  these  symptoms  were  similar  to  apoplexy  rather  than 
to  paralysis,  and  the  lesion  confined  to  the  medulla. 

It  is  indicated  in  well  fed,  well  nourished  and  highly 
stimulated  organisms  and  especially  in  men.  Indicated  in 
beer  drinkers  who  are  threatened  with  apoplexy  and  who 
over  eat. 

GUANO. 

HIS  REMEDY  has  violent  headache  as  from  compres- 
sion or  as  if  an  iron  band  was  around  the  head.  In 
the  vertigo  of  this  remedy,  things  seem  to  turn  upside  down. 
There  is  itching  in  the  right  nostril  with  formication  and 
constant  sneezing  for  an  hour.  It  produces  symptoms  much 
like  hay  fever.  Great  heat  in  the  nostrils  after  formication 
has  set  in,  which  is  followed  by  intense  itching.  The  taste  in 
the  mouth  is  bitter  as  gall,  with  profuse  flow  of  saliva.  The 
gums  bleed  easily.  There  is  burning  in  the  soles  of  the  feet; 
cannot  keep  the  shoes  on. 

Skin  Symptoms- — Intense  itching  on  the  back,  thighs 
and  genitals  as  if  thousands  of  pins  were  pricking  the  skin. 
There  is  sweating  after  eating  and  pricking  pains  in  the 
stomach  while  eating.

SANITATION.* 

BY  DR.  N.  G.  BURNHAM. 

URIXG  THE  CIVIL  WAR  New  Orleans  was 
the  hot  bed  of  filth,  malaria,  dengue  and  yellow 
fever.     General  Butler,  a  resident  of  Boston, 
after  entering  the  army  w^as  assigned  to  the 
department  of  Xew  Orleans  as  commander. 
He  had  the  enterprise,  mental  sagacity  and  acumen  to 
discover  the  cause  of  the  frightful  mortality  that  prevailed 
among  the  citizens  and  soldiers  within  the  environments  of 
his  jurisdiction. 

He  turned  his  attention  most  vigorously  to  removing 
the  accumulated  filth  of  many  decades  under  adverse  cir-

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cumstances,  which  was  the  means  of  saving  thousands  of 
lives,  by  restoring  to  a  reasonably  healthy  condition  the  me- 
tropolis of  the  South. 

Havana,  the  principal  city  of  Cuba,  had  been  found  a 
pestilence  breeder  of  epidemic  yellow  fever  and  all  of  its  con- 
comitants, attended  by  a  fearful  death  rate,  until  American 
enterprise  extended  her  protectorate  influence  and  absolved 
^Colorado  Homoeopathic  Society,  19 12. 

her  streets,  alleys  and  by-ways  of  the  accumulated  filth  of 
ages,  to  render  her  domain  inhabitable  for  a  civilized  people. 

In  visiting  the  cities  of  the  Latin  and  Oriental  countries 
we  find  similar  conditions,  varying  in  degree,  to  prevail,  and 
it  is  only  through  the  most  favorable  climatic  conditions  that 
their  people  are  rescued  from  the  ravages  of  filth  diseases  in 
the  most  virulent  form. 

The  city  of  Jerusalem,  twenty-seven  hundred  feet  above 
sea  level,  where  was  enacted,  nineteen  hundred  years  ago,  one 
of  the  most  tragic  scenes  of  the  world's  history  that  com- 
menced in  a  vision  and  ended  in  a  murder  of  one  of  the  most 
beneficent  characters  known  to  the  human  race ;  Jerusalem 
with  a  present  population  of  60,000  inhabitants,  whose  ancient 
memory  vibrates  in  paeons  of  song  and  story,  by  all  of  the 
Christian  adherents  of  the  earth  upon  its  Mount  Moriah 
heights,  is  a  monument  to  filth  accumulations  of  the  ages  and 
whose  streets  are  lined  with  a  leper  prodigality  asking  alms 
from  the  passersby,  with  only  an  ozone-laden  air  to  save  its 
people  from  pestilence  and  annihilation. 

As  residents  of  a  state  abounding  in  mountains,  parks 
and  plains,  it  behooves  us  to  look  with  jealous  care  upon  the 
various  sources  of  contamination  from  mountain  streams  be- 
fore reaching  the  plains. 

The  danger  of  wide-spread  infectious  diseases  in  Colo- 
rado arises  from  the  large  number  of  invalids  who  seek  the 
exhilirating  influences  of  the  climate,  bearing  germs  of  dis- 
ease which  they  have  contracted  and  which  they  are  likely  to 
disseminate  to  those  with  whom  they  are  liable  to  come  in 
contact. 

Such  people  frequent  our  mountain  resorts,  camp  in  the 
canons  and  are  to  be  found  on  the  ranges  and  water  sheds, 
taking  little  heed  of  the  sources  of  the  water  supply  or  care  of 
their  night  soil,  or  of  the  washings  from  the  mountains  where 
so  little  subsoil  pertains,  hence  from  human  and  animal  con- 
tamination our  streams  become  infected,  and  the  inhabitants

in  the  valleys  below  are  subject  to  typhoid  and  other  diseases 
as  the  result. 

Long-  observation  demonstrates  the  fact  that  malignant 
diseases  in  a  more  or  less  epidemic  form  follows  the  use  of 
water  from  our  streams  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes, 
especially  in  the  valleys. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  in  most  portions  of  our  rural 
districts  as  well  as  in  the  small  towns  and  villages,  but  little 
or  no  attention  is  given  to  disinfecting  cesspools  and  vaults 
that  reek  with  filth  emulations  to  an  appalling  extent,  little 
thinking  that  a  few  pounds  of  ashes  or  lime  scattered  over 
such  deposits  would  add  so  much  to  their  comfort  and  health. 

The  use  of  ditch  water  for  culinary  purposes  is  not  un- 
common I  am  informed,  with  many  of  the  settlers  upon  ranches, 
while  they  deposit  their  slops  and  dish-water  upon  the  ground 
at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  kitchen  doors,  with  a  pig- 
stye  near  to  attract  flies,  mosquitoes  and  other  pests,  and  to 
add  to  their  discomfort,  if  not  sickness  and  death,  regarding 
their  calamity  as  a  visitation  of  providence,  as  an  excuse  for 
their  slothfulness  and  ignorance. 

It  is  estimated  whose  habitat  is  in  filth,  that  a  fly  will 
carry  upon  their  prehensils  two  milligrams  of  deadly  poison. 
Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  the  care  and  disin- 
fection of  all  excrementatious  elements,  whether  of  animal  or 
human  origin. 

Fortunately  the  prophylaxis  of  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria, 
smallpox  and  bubonic  plague,  when  properly  and  timely  ad- 
ministered, confirms  the  old  adage  "that  an  ounce  of  preven- 
tion is  worth  a  pound  of  cure." 

Nowhere  do  we  find,  either  in  ancient  or  modern  time,  a 
more  potential  demonstration  of  the  beneficent  and  salutary 
influences  of  modern  sanitation  than  has  been  and  is  being 
accomplished  in  the  Isthmian  canal  zone.  Reviewing  the 
monthly  report  of  the  sanitary  department  for  the  month  of 
June,  1 9 1 2,  there  were  no  cases  of  yellow  fever,  smallpox 
or  plaugue,  originating  in  or  brought  to  the  Isthmus  during 
the  month. 

From  an  average  of  about  forty  thousand  employes  of 
different  nationalities,  the  death  rate  for  the  month  of  June, 
19 1 2,  was  less  than  seven  per  cent,  while  the  general  average 
of  the  whole  population,  including  the  cities  and  employes, 
was  less  than  twenty-three  per  cent.  The  general  average 
of  the  twelve  monthly  reports  of  the  year  is  a  record  which 
our  country  may  well  be  proud,  for  upon  its  success  depends 
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the  success  of  one  of  the  largest  public  enterprises  of  any 
nationality  on  the  globe. 

The  magnitude  of  the  sanitary  work  has  been  herculean; 
to 'first  put  the  various  causes  that  prevail  in  malarial  infested 
jungle  country  with  innumerable  poison-laden  pests,  whose 
habits  had  to  be  studied  and  their  habitats  sought  out  and 
exterminated,  required  the  most  determined  effort  and  vigilant 
care. 

Among  the  pests  to  be  protected  from  and  exterminated 
we  find  the  sting  of  the  Anopheles  species  of  mosquitoes  the 
most  virulent,  conducive  to  malarial  attacks,  congesting  the 
liver  and  kidneys  as  well  as  perturbing  the  whole  physical 
organization,  while  the  different  species  of  fly  have  to  be 
guarded  against  as  carriers  of  poison  producing  various  types 
of  disease,  corresponding  to  the  poison  disseminated. 

Experts  in  determining  the  habits  and  habitats  even  of 
the  fly,  have  to  be  on  the  alert  in  their  daily  rounds,  to  see 
that  all  garbage  and  night  soil  is  cared  for,  knowing  that 
"eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  success." 

With  all  this  record  of  sanitary  achievement,  whether 
in  tropical,  semi-tropical  or  temperate  zones,  before  us,  well 
may  we  ask  why  it  is  that  such  stolid  indifference  pertains  to 
many  of  our  cities  and  rural  districts  throughout  the  country, 
where  the  penalty  of  such  neglect  is  so  great  in  loss  of  life 
and  so  enormous  in  pecuniary  expense. 

If  we  would  have  healthy  bodies  for  the  indwelling  of 
healthy  souls,  we  must  keep  them  unspotted  from  contamina- 
tion. 

The  solemn  tributes  often  repeated :  "Earth  to  earth ; 
dust  to  dust ;  ashes  to  ashes,"  points  with  unerring  certainty 
to  the  purifying  influence  of  incineration,  when  the  products 
of  mortal  decay  shall  be  transferred  into  their  primeval  ele- 
ments and  the  ashes  preserved  in  their  purity  rather  than  to 
be  permitted  to  moulder  back  to  dust  with  the  changing  vicis- 
situde of  age,  a  menace  to  poison  the  earth  and  air  of  the 
generations  yet  unborn. 

Sanitation,  a  sacred  boon  to  humanity;  a  savior  of  health 
and  life;  a  tribute  to  longevity;  the  hope  of  the  world  for  all 
humanity. 


AMERICAN  INSTITUTE  OF  HOMOEOPATHY  COUNCIL 
ON  MEDICAL  EDUCATION. 

EAR  DOCTOR :  The  Trustees  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Homoeopathy  at  the  request  of  the 
Council  on  Medical  Education,  have  acceded  to 
the  following  resolution,  anticipating  its  con- 
firmation at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Trustees. 
'That  the  Council  on  Medical  Education  be  authorized 
to  take  full  charge  of  the  propagandistic  work  including  that  of 
the  field  secretary  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  July  i, 
1 91 3,  with  full  power  to  act,  and  that  its  budget  shall  be 
limited  to  the  fund  that  it  has  been  empowered  to  collect,  and 
that  it  report  to  the  Trustees  and  to  the  Institute  whenever 
meetings  of  these  bodies  are  held." 

This  action  assures  the  Council  that  its  labors  will  have 
continuity,  support  of  the  Institute,  and  a  budget  for  its 
needs,  which,  as  it  grows,  will  enable  more  extensive  work 
and  secure  better  results. 

The  Council  therefore  begs  to  submit  the  following  pro- 
gram : 

First — The  Periodical  Issuance  of  a  News  Letter  or 
Bulletin  for  Propagandistic  Purposes. 

This  shall  be  printed  on  one  side  only  in  order  that  items 
therefrom  may  be  clipped  and  used  handily  by  newspaper 
editors.  The  items  of  this  periodical  shall  be  live  matters  on 
the  doings  of  the  homoeopathic  school  throughout  the  land  in 
its  colleges,  hospitals,  dispensaries,  asylums,  societies,  etc., 
together  with  matters  pertaining  to  health,  sanitation  and  diet. 
This  shall  also  include  statistics  comparative  and  other,  in 
short,  such  items  as  will  inform  the  public  that  the  homoeo- 
pathic school  is  alive  and  active. 

This  News  Letter  or  Bulletin  shall  upon  its  issuance  be 
distributed  to  newspapers  as  the  funds  of  the  Council  will 
permit,  all  over  the  country. 

Should  the  items  of  this  sheet  cause  favorable  or  un- 
favorable comment  from  the  papers  in  which  they  appear,  we 
would  ask  you  to  send  clippings  and  comments  thereon  to  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council.    We  ask  you  also  to 
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furnish  items  of  interest  for  this  News  Letter,  items  that  will 
interest  the  people  in  all  rather  than  in  a  single  locality.  Send 
in  whatever  you  think  would  be  of  value  to  the  cause. 

Second — The  Employment  of  a  Publicity  Agent. 
The  employment  of  a  press  or  publicity  agent  is  contem- 
plated to  secure  the  publication  of  the  items  above  mentioned. 

Th  i  rd — Pu  b  lie  Lee  hi  res. 

The  Council  will  stand  ready  to  furnish  lecturers  on 
popular  medical  subjects,  especially  those  appertaining  to 
homoeopathy,  provided  physicians  in  given  localities  will  se- 
cure audiences  and  determine  place  and  date  of  same.  We 
ask  you  and  your  conferes  to  bear  this  point  in  mind,  you 
secure  the  audience,  we  will  furnish  the  man. 

Fourth — Instruction  of  College  Students  and  Graduates 
in  the  Possibilities  of  Homoeopathic  Medicine  as  a  Profes- 
sion. 

The  Council  asks  physicians  living  in  college  towns,  to 
secure  information  as  to  those  graduates  contemplating  the 
study  of  medicine  and  send  their  names  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Council  who  will  furnish  them  literature  upon  homoeo- 
pathic medicine.  You  can  greatly  assist  the  Council  in  this 
work.  If  you  favor  any  particular  college  you  may  rest  as- 
sured that  the  Council  will  work  with  you  in  influencing  the 
prospective  student  to  that  college  and  to  no  other. 

Fifth — Socie  ty  Co-o  per  a  Hon . 

The  Council  will  be  glad  to  assist  in  every  way  in  the 
work  of  arousing  enthusiasm  in  all  existing  societies ;  in  the 
creation  of  new  ones  or  in  the  reorganizing  of  those  that  have 
been  suspended. 

Sixth — A  Clearing  House. 

The  Council  will  be  glad  to  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for 
the  location  of  physicians,  situations  for  hospital  internes,  etc., 
and  keep  on  file  such  information  as  may  be  serviceable  to 
the  profession  and  in  this  we  ask  your  assistance. 

Seventh — The  Legislative  Field. 

If  you  live  in  a  capital  city  or  if  you  have  in  your  clien- 
tele members  of  .your  state  legislative  bodies,  you  should  see 
that  the  Council  be  informed  of  all  adverse  and  suspicious 
medical  legislation  that  may  appear.  Great  damage  has  been 
done  to  the  homoeopathic  school  by  legislation  passed  while 
we  have  been  asleep.    Let  us  keep  awake  to  this  fact.  Legis- 
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lation  favorable  to  our  school  should  also  he  reported  as  an 
interesting-  item  for  the  News  Letter. 

Eighth — The  Financial  Question. 

The  Council  on  Medical  Education  is  raising  its  own 
fund.  The  extent  and  permanency  of  the  work  depends  upon 
the  fund.  We  are  asking  every  homoeopathic  physician  in  the 
United  States  to  subscribe  the  small  sum  of  $2.00  a  year  for 
a  period  of  five  years.  Many  can  afford  more.  Many  can 
secure  many  times  this  amount  from  some  appreciative  pa- 
tient. We  are  enclosing  with  this  circular  letter  two  pledge 
cards,  one  for  you  to  sign  and  one  for  you  to  have  filled  out 
by  someone  else. 

Then  we  ask  you  to  keep  us  constantly  in  mind  and  send 
us  an  item  about  your  hospital,  something  done  for  Homoeo- 
pathy, some  student  interested,  something  thought  of  that 
will  interest  others.  Then  you  will  be  classed  as  a  live  wire 
and  it  only  needs  live  wires  to  keep  Homoeopathy  in  the  fore- 
front.

TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HOMOEOPATHIC  PRO- 
FESSION. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  March  26,  19 13. 
Y  DEAR  DOCTORS:  The  reports  from  the 
Council  of  Medical  Education  show  that  the 
efforts  to  secure  pledges,  re  propagandist^  work, 
have  been  encouraging.  However,  it  appears  to 
some  of  us  that  we  must  resort  to  more  effective 
and  strenuous  methods  to  secure  the  pledges  from  a  large 
number  of  our  physicians  who  have  not  yet  subscribed.  As 
the  originator  of  this  method  for  securing  the  pledges  from 
every  homoeopathic  physician,  namely,  $2  or  more  a  year  for 
five  years,  and  among  the  early  promoters  of  the  propagan- 
distic and  evangelistic  work,  I  am  deeply  interested  in  its  ulti- 
mate success.  The  plan  as  presented  has  already  awakened 
an  interest  all  along  the  line  and  the  interest  must,  be  kept  up. 
How  shall  it  be  done?  It  is  very  essential  that  all  the  Journals 
should  lend  a  helping  hand,  through  their  editorials,  thereby 
indicating  the  importance  of  the  work  and  urge  their  readers 
to  respond  to  the  efforts  being  put  forth  for  propagandizing

and  evangelizing.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  Council  of 
Medical  Education  to  give  to  the  profession  monthly  reports 
of  the  results  of  the  efforts  obtained  by  the  director,  publishing 
the  names  of  those  who  have  given  pledges  and  the  amounts 
subscribed,  in  all  of  the  Journals,  and  especially  the  Official 
Journal  of  the  Institute? 

Where  the  first  appeal  has  failed  to  secure  a  pledge  it 
should  be  followed  by  another  more  pronounced,  and,  if 
necessary,  repeated  until  the  pledge  is  obtained.  The  "Spread 
of  the  Gospel"  and  "Team  Work"  editorials  in  the  February 
and  March  numbers  of  the  Official  Journal  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Homoeopathy  are  timely  editorials  and  good  re- 
sults are  sure  to  follow.  Though  I  cannot  endorse  all  of  the 
suggestions  of  Dr.  Casseday,  as  stated  in  his  "Plan  to  Place 
Homoeopathy  on  the  Proper  Basis,"  etc.,  the  doctor  has  ad- 
vanced some  very  good  and  practical  suggestions,  and  even 
if  not  altogether  approved  by  the  entire  profession  his  sug- 
gestions, and  those  from  others,  show  that  there  is  an  awak- 
ening all  along  the  line  for  the  advancing  of  homoeopathic  in- 
terests. 

Much  praise  is  due  the  Council  of  Medical  Education  for 
the  vigorous  efforts  to  secure  pledges  and  especially  to  Dr. 
W.  A.  Dewey,  the  secretary  of  the  Medical  Council  and  the 
director  of  the  propagandists  work. 

We  are  certainly  awakening  from  our  lethargy,  the  result 
of  a  long  period  of  successes  and  triumphs,  and  it  is  necessary 
for  us  all  to  keep  ourselves  aroused  and  wide  awake  to  the 
importance  of  the  cause,  and  thus  working  strenuously  and 
unitedly  with  this  aim  in  view  the  victory  will  surely  be  ours. 

The  business  methods  adopted  by  the  trustees  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy,  the  energetic  President 
Hinsdale,  ever  on  the  alert  for  homoeopathic  interests,  and 
the  inauguration  of  the  College  Alliance  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Homoeopathy,  all  betoken  a  bright  future  for 
homoeopathy. 

I  feel  confident  that  if  this  plan  for  securing  pledges  is 
vigorously  pushed  that  sufficient  funds  will  be  received  to 
carry  on  the  work  and  the  co-operation  of  the  entire  profes- 
sion secured.

tributed. 

I  think  the  efforts  to  stimulate  us  to  greater  activities 
and  to  spur  us  on  in  this  important  and  vital  propagandist^ 
work,  are  most  gratifying,  and  I  am  very  optimistic  as  to  the 
results,  if  we  all  put  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  work  with 
a  determined  effort  to  advance  the  interests  of  homoeopathy.

JOHN     PIERPONT     MORGAN  VENOM  THERAPY, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

SO  THE  EDITOR :  Another  valued  life  has  been  snatched 
away,  and  one  to  whom  science,  if  there  is  any  signifi- 
cance to  that  title,  should  have  exerted  every  nerve  to  pro- 
long— a  life  devoted  to  the  well-being  of  mankind  the  world 
over,  has  been  cut  off,  perhaps  without  cause. 

Any  physical  weakness  in  John  Pierpont  Morgan's  con- 
dition was  no  doubt  aggravated  by  the  absolutely  unnecessary 
indignity  he  submitted  to,  when  interrogated  by  these  com- 
mitteemen, this  with,  according  to  newspaper  reports,  the  loss 
of  appetite  on  arrival  at  Rome — subsequent  high  fever — 
coma — and  twitching  of  his  hand — can  lead  to  but  one  hy- 
pothesis— embolism — and,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  the 
physicians  were  helpless. 

Is  the  absence  of  knowledge  that  is  not  in  our  text  books 
any  excuse  for  not  being  conversant  with  what  may  be  reme- 
dies in  such  an  emergency? 

I  can  remember,  as  far  back  as  the  early  8o's,  a  lecturer 
at  L'Hopital  de  St.  Lazaire  (Paris)  demonstrating  the  action 
of  poisonous  reptile  venoms  on  the  blood — constrictor  and 
dilators — Calmette  followed,  with  research  to  counteract 
venoms ;  also  I  had  correspondence  with  Wier  Mitchell,  Flex- 
ner  and  Nagouchi  promising  valuable  relations  in  venom 
therapy  in  1903. 

We  have  recently  the  evidence  of  a  case  of  embolon  of 
the  femoral  artery — dropsical  case — oedema — with  every 
symptom  of  approaching  gangrene;  patient  was  so  thin  and 
emaciated  there  was  no  trouble  locating  the  trouble  at  the 
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seat  of  the  pain,  perhaps  unusual,  as  pain  usually  indicates 
the  site  at  which  the  ischemic  process  ends — where  a  round 
hard  substance  was  felt  which  yielded  almost  immediately  to 
an  injection  of  snake  virus. 

This  phenomena  of  coagulated  fibrin  is  due  to  lozvered 
vitality,  and  is  found  not  only  in  the  large  vessels  of  the  body, 
but  in  the  capillary  portion  of  several  of  its  organs.  The 
heart,  deficient  in  vital  power,  has  been  blamed  for  the  forma- 
tion of  these  concretions,  and  heart  stimulants  are  clearly 
contra-indicated  in  such  cases,  except  perhaps,  where  the 
heart  muscles  are  assisted  by  massage  of  the  abdominal  mus- 
cles. 

These  conditions,  occurring  at  the  lowering  of  vitality, 
or  after  severe  fevers,  or  exhausting  chronic  diseases,  or  after 
apparently  successful  surgical  operations,  we  cannot  say  dog- 
matically what  is  the  underlying  cause,  even  of  the  trom- 
bosis,  but  surely  it  is  a  subject  worthy  of* searching  scientific 
inquiry,  especially  as  we  may  have  now,  in  venom  therapy 
a  valuable  auxiliary  to  control  such  conditions. 

Virchow  first  pointed  out  that  diseases  of  the  brain  had 
their  origin  in  these  obstructions,  and  hepatic  troubles  (dysen- 
tery among  the  number)  have  their  origin  in  obstructions  of 
the  portal  vein  or  its  branches.  Abscess  of  the  liver  has  been 
found  due  to  these  circumstances  entirely. 

This  emboli  is  found  in  the  lungs  and  leads  to  the  in- 
flammation of  the  capillary  branches  of  this  organ  which  gives 
rise  to  abscesses,  etc.,  in  the  deep-seated  parts — and  tubercu- 
losis singularly  exemplifies  the  course  of  embolism — obstruc- 
tions—inflammatory  action — abscesses,  and,  at  times,  gan- 
grene. Xote  the  usual  history  of  tuberculosis  cases — in  over 
80  per  cent — at  first  they  have  indigestion,  and  like  Cassius, 
a  lean  and  hungry  look — treated  with  pepsines — and  after  the 
disease  is  located  in  the  intestines,  a  cough  indicates  its  pres- 
ence in  the  lungs,  usually  treated  with  the  cough  and  heroin 
mixtures  ;  this,  as  it  gets  worse,  leads  to  a  test,  and  an  ally 
of  tne  disease — tubercle  bacilli — is  discovered  in  the  sputum; 
no  search  is  made  for  it  elsewhere,  although  this  course,  every 
remedy  prescribed  is  assisting  the  disease — by  lowering  the 
vitality.  Fevers  now  become  regular  with  night  sweats,  and 
then  the  unfortunate  patient  is  deluged  with  antipyretics  and 
heroin  or  morphine,  surely  the  last  nails  for  the  coffin,  but  no, 
tuberculins  and  the  like  must  have  a  show ! 

To  come  back  to  venoms,  there  are,  of  course,  conflict- 
ing opinions.    In  the  Viperine  series  a  coagulator  is  used  sue- 
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cessfully  in  Dr.  May's  crotalin  for  epilepsy;  probably  "similia 
similibus  curantur.*'  It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  the 
homoeopaths  have  used  rattlesnake  venom  (crotalus)  for 
years,  and  note  what  indicated  in  :  Bad  hemorrhagic  diathe- 
sia — blood  flows ;  bloody  sweat ;  block  vomit  of  yellow  fever ; 
diptheria,  worse  cases,  chilblains  that  become  gangrenous, 
malignant  scarlet  fever,  blood  poisoning,  used  as  an  internal 
remedy.  Nearly  all  recent  suggestions  in  venom  therapy  are 
used  hypodermically  (intramuscular). 

Calmette  suggested  that  Viperine  series  of  venoms  and 
the  Colubrine  series  were  antagonistic,  but  it  is  since  proven 
that  they  are  strong  connecting  links  between  the  two  classes, 
;  and  a  combination  of  the  two  is  positively  a  powerful  remedy, 
in  even  cavernous  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  also  in  enteric 
tuberculosis  of  very  grave  prognosis  that  it  demands  recogni- 
tion, the  theory  of  its  action  will  not  be  clearly  understood 
until  we  study  and  know  the  truth  of  the  "life  stream'' — the 
lymphatics — the  evolutions  of  germ  life — and  the  processes  of 
oxidations  in  the  animal  economy. 

American  rattlesnake  venom  can  be  easily  purchased,  but 
care  must  be  exercised  not  to  obtain  dried  glue.  Brazilian 
rattle  (crotalus  cascavella),  from  Fara;  South  India,  from 
Ragoon :  South  Africa,  a  valuable  field  for  research,  at  Port 
Elizabeth  ;  Australian  venoms  which  predominate  in  the  vaso- 
motor relaxants ;  the  powerful  therapeutical  auxiliary  in 
venoms,  can  be  obtained  through  special  channels  at  the  cost 
of  collecting. 

As  the  writer  lay  for  some  weeks  in  convulsions,  closely  al- 
lied to  rabies  in  type — through  experimenting  with  crude 
venoms  at  "guess  doses"  in  treating  his  own  case  two  years 
ago,  perhaps  despair,  with  desperation,  led  to  carelessness, 
for  his  case  was  "a  forlorn  hope,"  his  whole  system  impreg- 
nated with  the  disease  (tuberculosis),  and  as  other  physicians 
wished  to  continue  research  he  tried  the  large  manufacturers 
to  have  venom  hypodermic  tablets  made  up,  but  they  all  went 
on  record  in  refusing  to  handle  the  remedy — one  would  think 
our  leading  manufacturers  want  to  dictate  to  us  what  reme- 
dies we  should  use — except  one  firm,  The  Abbott  Alkaloidal 
Co.,  Chicago,  who,  with  a  scientist  (Dr.  Biehn)  at  the  head 
of  their  laboratories,  will  prepare  scientifically  any  venom 
preparation,  and  where  i-iooo  grain  is  used,  it  requires  some 
technique  to  handle.

THE  HOMOEOPATHIC  MEDICAL  COLLEGE. 

LL  INSTITUTIONS  of  learning  are  supposed 
to  have  some  definite  principle  as  a  basis  tor  ex- 
istence and  some  definite  object  to  be  obtained 
in  the  curriculum.  If  the  principle  is  sane,  logi- 
cal, and  moral,  and  the  object — to  make  the 
world  better  physically,  intellectually  and  morally;  the  gov- 
ernment to  be  such  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  laws  of  the 
state  or  nation,  nor  burden  the  commonwealth  with  extra 
taxation,  then  such  institutions  are  commendable.  In  a  free 
land  such  as  ours,  the  size  of  the  college  is  not  always  an 
index  to  its  intellectuality,  morality,  nor  loyalty  to  the  state. 
Some  of  the  smaller  colleges,  based  upon  a  noble  principle, 
and  having  a  thorough  course  of  study  have  done  commend- 
able work,  and  have  produced  some  of  the  noblest  and  ablest 
specimens  of  manhood  and  womanhood  known  in  history. 
The  college  which  opens  its  doors  to  the  earnest,  energetic, 
aspiring  young  man  and  woman  of  limited  financial  means 
and  makes  it  possible  for  these  young  people  to  attain  the  ob- 
ject of  their  soul's  desire,  is  doubly  commendable. 

The  medical  college  stands  unique.  Its  very  name  de- 
termines its  object,  but  defines  no  principle.  To  the  lay  mind, 
all  medical  colleges  appear  alike.  The  very  word  medical 
implies  "to  heal,''  but  does  not,  necessarily,  define  the  manner 
of  healing.  Each  and  every  medical  college  has,  as  a  rule, 
some  definite  principle  to  promulgate — some  definite  purpose 
to  maintain  other  than  mere  commercialism. 

The  ''regular"  or  allopathic  schools,  have,  to  a  certain 
degree  endeavored  to  maintain  the  law  of  "contraries"  in  their 
curriculum.  This  branch  of  medical  teaching  has  given  much 
time  to  the  compounding  of  drugs,  experimenting  upon  dumb 
animals  with  these  compounds,  carefully  noting  the  results ; 
made  remarkable  progress  in  defining  the  origin  and  growth 
of  disease  products;  given  marked  attention  to  serums  and 
other  animal  products  as  therapeutic  agents ;  named  and  de- 
scribed various  disease-producing  germs ;  caused  better  sani- 
tary laws  to  be  made  and  enforced;  evolved  a  splendid  sys- 
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tern  of  hygiene  and  introduced  some  surprising  technique  in 
surgery.  This  in  great  part  is  very  commendable.  Unfor- 
tunately for  this  school  it  has  built  no  system  of  therapeutics 
that  is  durable.  In  its  efforts  to  find  some  new  and  safe 
remedy  for  this  or  that  disease  nomenclature,  it  has  been  di- 
vided against  itself.  It  has  long  since  learned  that  the  re- 
vulsive methods  of  its  long  history  of  practice  have  added  no 
laurels  to  its  apparent  genius.  It  has  proclaimed  one  remedy 
today  as  a  sure  cure  for  this  or  that  disease-name,  and  on 
the  morrow  has  discarded  this  exalted  cure  as  worthless.  It 
has  endeavored  to  enforce  by  law  or  other  methods  certain 
practices  which  it  considered  imperative  for  the  good  of  the 
commonwealth,  to  find  later  that  through  these  methods  it 
has  destroyed  rather  than  cured.  This  constant  change  of 
therapeutic  procedure  has  created  marvelous  discontent  in  its 
own  ranks;  and  among  its  most  able  thinkers  has  produced 
a  veritable  nihilism  as  regards  the  virtue  of  drugs.  This 
uncertainty  forced  this  school  into  using  various  products, 
mechanical  appliances  and  various  other  measures  for  the 
relief  of  the  sick,  most  of  which  are.  soon  consigned  to  the 
junk-heap,  together  with  Koch's  lymph  and  other  products. 
Because  of  this  unbalanced  therapeutic  procedure;  this  lament- 
able want  of  a  therapeutic  equilibrium,  various  remedies  and 
appliances  have  been  patented  by  scheming  charlatans  and 
quacks  who  have  never  seen  the  inside  of  a  medical  college, 
and  sold  to  an  already  heart-sick  public,  until  the  public  of 
today  is  on  the  verge  of  hating  rather  than  revering  the  word 
doctor  and  medicine.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  in  the 
least  that  we  find  the  public  of  today  flirting  with  the  laying- 
on-of-hands-cure,  osteopathy,  christian  science  and  other  cults 
and  who  can  deny  that,  of  several  evils,  the  public  has  chosen 
the  least? 

Some  colleges  guilty  of  maintaining  an  unbalanced 
therapeutic  mainspring  stand  in  high  repute,  and  we  have  not 
one  word  of  invective  to  offer  against  them.  They  are  hurling 
anathemas  against  one  another  from  within  their  own  ranks 
and  we  shall  not  interfere  with  that  which  does  not  belong 
to  us.  As  long  as  the  ''regular''  school  gives  heed  to  its  own 
affairs  and  not  to  the  affairs  of  others,  we  shall  content  our- 
selves by  simply  ''looking  on." 

Passing  over  the  things  which  gave  rise  to  the  Eclectic 
school  of  medicine — a  school  with  a  noble  principle  and  com- 
mendable balance  in  its  therapeutic  procedure, — let  us  take  up 
the  matter  of  the  Homoeopathic  school  of  medicine  for  a 
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brief  study,  to  learn  of  its  right  for  existence  and  recogni- 
tion. On  the  point  of  a  right  to  existence  and  recognition 
this  school  makes  no  apologies  nor  bags  excuses. 

What  is  Homoeopathy?  It  is  a  system  of  medicine  based 
on  the  immutable  law  of  cimilia  similibus  curantur.  What 
is  the  meaning  of  the  law  of  similas?  That  medicines  cure 
symptoms  and  conditions  in  the  sick  similar  to  those  symptoms 
and  conditions  which  these  remedies  will  produce  in  the 
healthy.  Here  is  no  experimentation  except  proving  a  rem- 
edy on  the  healthy.  Here  is  no  trying  out  of  a  drug  or  a 
combination  of  drugs  on  a  healthy  frog  or  guinea-pig  to 
learn  what  this  same  drug  or  combination  of  drugs  will  do 
for  the  sick  man,  woman  or  child.  The  major  provings  do 
not  change.  The  provings  made  of  certain  remedies  on 
healthy  people  one  hundred  years  ago,  and  verified  countless 
number  of  times  at  the  sick  bed  since  then,  are  just  as  effec- 
tive today  in  the  curing  of  symptoms  and  conditions  to  which 
they  are  similar  as  they  were  then.  This  noble  work  has  not 
ceased.  Provings  on  the  healthy  are  being  made  constantly 
by  our  most  accurate  thinkers  and  observers,  and  the  value 
of  the  homoeopathic  materia  medica  is  being  increased  and 
enriched  with  each  succeeding  year.  The  remedy  which  pro- 
duced such  a  profound  fear  of  death  in  the  prover,  even 
to  such  an  extent  that  he  named  the  day  on  which  he  should 
die,  has  cured  similar  fears  when  found  in  the  sick  without 
being  compelled  to  resort  to  serums,  vaccines,  mechanical  ap- 
pliances or  asylums.  The  same  may  be  said  of  every  verified 
proving. 

This  being  true,  what,  then,  is  a  Homoeopathic  Medical 
College?  It  is  an  institution  of  learning  where  every  branch 
of  rational  medicine  is  taught  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
law  of  similia  similibus  curantur  as  given  in  the  Organon  of 
the  Art  of  Healing  and  interpreted  by  the  masters  in  this 
school,  together  with  a  careful  teaching  and  exemplification 
of  the  homoeopathic  materia  medica.  You  will  observe  the 
marked  definiteness  which  characterizes  the  teaching  in  this 
school.  It  has  a  definite  principle.  This  principle  is  based 
on  the  unerring  law  of  similars.  Its  very  foundation  is  to 
teach  the  student  how  to  "restore  health  to  the  sick — in  the 
shortest,  most  reliable  and  safest  manner,  according  to  clear- 
ly intelligible  reasons.''

This  definiteness  in  teaching  and  in  practice  has  received 
the  most  ardent  commendation  of  some  of  the  world's  greatest 
and  most  exacting  teachers ;  it  has  met  the  approval  of  states 
and  organizations  not  prejudiced  by  political  perfidy;  the 
laity  in  general,  and  the  educated  and  particular  have  not  only 
approved  but  cheerfully  employed  physicians  of  this  school 
of  practice;  where  care  is  exercised  in  the  selection  of  the 
indicated  remedy  as  taught  in  the  Organon  of  this  school,  no 
evils,  such  as  poisoning  from  overdose,  forming  of  drug 
habits,  making  incurable  physical  and  mental  ills  which  were 
once  curable,  have  followed;  and  life  insurance  companies 
take  greater  risks  where  homoeopathy  is  employed  than  where 
any  other  system  of  medicine  is  followed. 

Among  the  physicians  educated  in  this  school  of  definite 
therapeutics  we  number  some  of  the  best  physicians  in  the 
world  and  the  most  noble  and  loyal  citizens.  Among  the 
people  who  employ  homoeopathic  physicians  we  number  some 
of  the  best  men  and  women  in  the  world  and  some  of  the 
highest  taxpayers  in  the  United  States.  Public  and  private 
institutions  under  homoeopathic  supervision  show  a  much 
higher  percentage  of  cures  and  a  much  lower  death  rate  than 
any  other  school  of  medicine. 

The  scorching  tests  to  which  the  law  of  similia  has  been 
subjected  during  the  past  one  hundred  years  have  been  of  the 
most  exacting  nature,  and  yet,  amidst  the  fiercest  and  most 
exhausting  trials,  the  law  has  never  been  overruled  nor  in- 
validated, nor  has  it  been  found  wanting  in  the  slightest  de- 
gree;  on  the  contrary,  it  has  emerged  brighter  and  better  as 
"gold  tried  in  the  fire." 

The  remedies  employed  by  this  school  of  definite  thera- 
peutics— gathered  from  the  vast  area  of  this  world — are  as 
effective  today,  when  indicated,  as  when  they  were  proven. 
There  is  not  one  remedy,  serum  or  vaccine  today  and  another 
tomorrow ;  there  is  not  one  experimentation  today  and  an- 
other tomorrow,  during  which  time  some  precious  life  may 
be  endangered,  but  it  is  an  adherence  to  the  true  and  the 
tried  with  ever  increasing  richness  and  confidence  in  and  a 
verification  of  the  power  of  the  materia  medica.  Where  can 
anything  like  it  be  found? 
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It  has  challenged  the  world  of  critics,  and  the  critic  could 
do  naught  but  admit  its  power  and  virtue. 

It  has  challenged  the  world  of  science,  and  the  scientist 
has  been  forced,  because  of  the  truth  of  the  law  of  similars, 
to  admit  that  it  is  most  scientific. 

It  has  challenged  the  world  of  art,  and  the  world  of  art 
has  said  that  the  prescribing  of  a  remedy  on  its  own  totality 
is  most  artistic. 

It  has  challenged  the  world  of  philosophy,  and  the  phil- 
osopher has  declared  it  intelligible,  rational,  reasonable  and 
logical. 

It  has  challenged  the  world  of  psychology — the  inner- 
most, the  dynamic,  the  unseen  influences  in  disease — and  has 
called  it  Divine. 

It  has  opened  its  doors  to  honest  opposition,  and  this 
opposition,  after  careful  study,  has  turned  to  approval. 

It  has  challenged  the  world  of  competition,  and  has  won 
the  race. 

This  being  true,  what  right,  then,  we  ask  in  all  sincerity, 
has  any  man,  any  organization  of  men,  any  emissaries  or 
representatives  from  any  organization  of  men  other  than 
those  in  sympathy  with  this  law  of  definite  therapeutics  to 
sit  in  judgment  on  the  manner  and  method  of  teaching  this 
law  in  any  homoeopathic  college?  What  right  has  any  man, 
any  organization  of  men,  political  or  otherwise,  to  legislate  a 
beneficent  institution  out  of  existence  simply  because  this 
institution  has  the  courage  of  its  convictions? 

What  right  has  any  man  or  any  organization  of  men  to 
sit  in  judgment  on  that  about  which  they  are  most  ignorant? 

What  right  has  any  assembly,  elected  by  the  people  to 
legislate  for  the  good  of  the  people,  to  limit  or  prohibit  an 
institution  whose  only  reason  for  existence  is  "to  restore 
health  to  the  sick — -in  the  shortest,  most  reliable  and  safest 
manner — according  to  clearly  intelligible  reasons?" 

Until  the  men  of  this  or  future  generations  produce  a 
better  law  than  the  law  of  similars,  and  a  saner,  safer,  more 
rational  system  of  therapeutics  than  that  taught  and  practiced 
by  the  homoeopathic  school  of  medicine,  we  claim,  boldly, 
superiority  in  the  healing  of  the  sick,  the  loyal  commenda- 
tion of  the  public,  the  support  and  defense  of  state  and  na- 
tional laws  and  a  manly  respect  from  manly  men  every- 
where.

HERE  LIES  BEFORE  ME  a  small  pamphlet,  emanat- 
ing- from  "Swan-Myers  Co.,  Manufacturing  Chemists, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  U.  S.  A.,"  describing  the  manufacture 
and  use  of  the  above  proprietary  remedy.  After  giving  a 
brief  history  of  the  remedy,  it  proceeds  to  say  that  it  "is  in- 
dicated in  many  cases  of  epilepsy."  There  is  nothing  said 
as  to  the  nature  or  form  of  epilepsy.  The  clinical  reports 
given,  by  whom  we  do  not  know,  lack  practically  every  ele- 
ment of  reassurance  to  the  thinking  man. 

The  remedy  is  prepared  in  a  "glycerine  solution  in  am- 
ber glass  ampules,"  and  is  sold  in  different  sizes  from  1-200 
to  1-25  of  a  grain,  and  this  dose  is  repeated  as  often  as  the 
physician  using  the  poison  sees  fit  to  give  it  and  the  patient's 
ability  to  endure  it. 

We  are  not  criticising  the  remedy.  We  all  know  the 
value  of  crotalus  horridus  when  it  is  indicated,  but  to  say 
that  it  is  the  treatment  for  "epilepsy,  chorea,  asthma  and  many 
afflictions  of  the  nervous  system"  is  nonsense.  Why?  Be- 
cause no  reasons  are  given.  There  is  no  effort  at  describing 
the  subjective  or  objective  symptoms  or  conditions  calling 
for  the  remedy.  The  substance  is — determine  whether  the 
case  is  epilepsy,  chorea,  asthma  or  some  nervous  disease,  then 
fire  the  serum  poison  into  the  body.  There  is  no  objective 
symtomatology  nor  pathology  upon  which  to  select  this  rem- 
edy rather  than  some  other  remedy.  Is  it  not  possibly  in  keep- 
ing with  the  modern  methods  of  medicine  to  urge  the  use  of 
some  particular  proprietary  preparation  until  its  commercial 
feature  is  exhausted,  then  send  the  same  or  similar  prepara- 
tion to  the  profession  under  a  new  name  claiming  super icr 
results  over  the  previous  remedy? 

Compare  the  meager,  unscientific  methods  here  given 
with  the  provings  of  crotalus  as  given  in  the  Schema.  These 
provings  were  made  first  by  Constantine  Hering  in  1837  and 
later  by  J.  W.  Hay  ward  of  Liverpool,  and  published  in  1884. 
Many  other  eminent  men  of  later  years  have  added  much 
richness  to  the  value  of  this  serpentine  poison. 

Passing  over  the  general  and  mental  symptoms,  here  is 
what  these  scientists  say  of  crotalus  as  it  affects  the  nervous 
system : 

"Easily  tired  by  slightest  exertion  in  those  affected  with 
dysmenorrhea.  Sudden  and  great  prostration  of  vital  force. 
Tremulous  weakness  all  over,  as  if  some  evil  were  appre- 
hended.   General  loss  of  power;  muscles  refuse  their  service. 
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Great  prostration,  can  hardly  raise  himself  in  bed  during 
diptheria.  Frequent  fainting  attacks,  with  imperceptible  pulse 
and  inclination  to  vomit  (possibly  a  form  of  epilepsy).  Palsy, 
old  rheumatisms.  Convulsions,  with  trembling  of  the  limbs, 
without  foaming  at  the  mouth ;  loss  of  senses ;  indifference, 
seems  only  half  alive;  paleness  of  the  face  as  in  faintness; 
sensation  of  slight  constriction  at  the  throat."  (Here  is  a 
form  of  epilepsy  with  a  definiteness — "convulsions,  with 
trembling  of  the  limbs,  without  foaming  at  the  mouth/') 
"Convulsions  and  paralysis  in  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 
Chorea,  especially  when  it  can  be  traced  to  anything  septic  or 
toxemic,  and  even  if  autogenetic,  as  in  rheumatic,  gouty, 
albuminuric,  or  amenorrhseic  subjects." 

Again,  please  notice  the  definite  symptoms  of  the  provers 
as  compared  with  the  vague  description  of  the  proprietary 
merchandise.  Is  it  at  all  surprising  that  the  learned  homoeo- 
path looks  with  pity  upon  the  poor  victim  of  proprietary 
medication  ?  G.  E.  D. 
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GREAT  VICTORY  FOR  HOMOEOPATHY  IN 
IQWA.  The  State  Legislature  has  just  passed  the  fol- 
lowing bill  which  re-establishes  the  chairs  in  the  State 
University  that  the  Board  of  Education  abolished  last 
year. 

"An  act  to  provide  for  additional  chairs  in  the 
college  of  homoeopathy  medicine  of  the  state  uni- 
VERSITY of  Iowa,  additional  to  Chapter  i68  of  the  Acts  of  the  Six- 
teenth General  Assembly. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa  : 

Sec.  i..  The  State  Board  of  Education  are  hereby  authorised  and 
directed  to  establish  three  additional  chairs  in  the  College  of  Homoeo- 
pathic Medicine  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa,  to-wit:  a  chair  of 
Surgery,  a  chair  of  Ophthalmology,  Otology,  Rhinology,  and  Laryngology, 
and  a  chair  of  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics ;  to  elect  professors  for  such 
chairs;  to  fix  the  compensation  for  such  professors,  and  to  do  such  other 
acts  as  are  necessary  and  proper  for  the  execution  of  the  pozvers  and 
duties  hereby  conferred  upon  them." 

Only  those  of  us  that  have  watched  the  stormy  voyage  of  this  bill 
can  realize  how  great  this  victory  really  is.  The  house  passed  the  bill 
8o  for  and  none  against.  This  bill  was  voted  down  in  the  Senate.  In  a 
motion  to  reconsider  the  bill  was  passed  in  the  Senate  31  for  and  12 
against.  This  makes  a  total  11 1  votes  for  and  only  12  votes  against  the 
measure  which  is  certainly  a  great  showing. — Iowa  Journal  of  Homoeo- 
pathy. 

This,  without  question,  is  the  most  creditable  showing  of 
any  made  thus  far,  in  any  state,  towards  rehabilitating  a 
homoeopathic  institution.  The  "board  of  education"  referred 
to  which  did  the  abolishing  in  this  case  was  one  of  those  com- 
posed of  boon  companions  comprising,  principally,  American 
Medical  Association  conspirators,  and  the  fact  of  the  Iowa 
University  having  discontinued  its  Homceopathic  department 
caused  no  inconsiderable  amount  of  joy  in  certain  quarters, 
at  the  time  and  since. 
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The  energy,  enthusiasm  and  enterprise  displayed  by  our 
Iowa  brethren  in  reversing  a  highly  humiliating  situation  is 
merely  another  evidence  that  these  elements,  properly  dis- 
played, will  bring  about  favorable  results  in  what  appears 
upon  -the  surface  almost  impossible  undertakings. 

After  the  victory  it  also  exemplifies  the  old  saying  of 
"he  who  laughs  last,  laughs  best."  In  this  case  the  merry 
ha!  ha!  is  on  the  board  of  education  of  the  state  of  Iowa  and 
the  A.  M.  A.  most  anywhere. 

Homoeopaths  in  Iowa  do  not  propose  dosing  off  with  this 
demonstration  of  doing  something,  but  right  now  are  in  the 
midst  of  an  active  campaign,  the  object  of  which  is  to  collect 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  wherewith  to  build  a  Homoeo- 
pathic hospital  in  Des  Moines. 

Just  think  of  it:  A  HOMOEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL. 

These  energetic  workers  are  taking  advantage  of  the  so- 
called  psychological  moment  to  keep  the  ball  rolling,  and  the 
result  will  be  to  the  everlasting  credit  of  the  cause  they 
so  earnestly  espouse.  Success  to  their  every  effort,  and  then 
some.

EW  YORK  HEALTH]  REPORT  ON  SERUMS  AND  THEIR 
EFFECT.  The  vital  statistics  of  1912,  just  published  by  the  New 
York  state  department  of  health,  show  a  remarkable  and  continuous 
decrease  in  the  death  rate.  In  every  particular  this  decrease  can  be 
traced  directly  to  the  development  in  the  methods  of  public  sanitation, 
for  in  no  case  has  the  reduction  been  due  to  the  use  of  serum  in  the  treat- 
ment of  disease.    The  report  further  states : 

It  has  been  asserted  by  Dr.  Flexner  that  the  death  rate  in  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis  has  been  reduced  from  75  per  cent  to  15  per  cent. 
Last  December,  Dr.  W.  W.  Keen  put  the  figures  at  "20  per  cent  or 
less,"  but  the  department  of  health  reports  that  there  were  in  New  York 
state,  in  1912,  373  cases,  336  of  which  were  fatal,  or  a  death  rate  of  more 
than  90  per  cent. 

The  report  also  proves  that  the  use  of  antitoxin  in  diphtheria  has 
not  tended  to  lower  the  death  rate  as  greatly  as  it  has  been  decreased  in 
infectious  diseases,  like  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough,  for  which 
there  is  no  serum. 

The  statistics  for  1912  show  17,938  cases  of  diphtheria  and  croup 
with  1,625  deaths;  scarlet  fever  18,496  cases  with  789  deaths.  With 
practically  the  same  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever, 
there  were  more  than  twice  as  many  deaths  from  diphtheria,  yet,  as  the 
report  states,  in  diphtheria  "practically  every  case  receives  antitoxin," 
while  there  is  no  serum  for  scarlet  fever. 

A  similar  condition  of  affairs  is  reported  in  the  Philippines.  Accord- 
ing to  the  United  States  public  health  reports  of  June  21,  1912,  "there  is" 
at  Manila,  since  the  United  States  occupancy,  "almost  a  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  and  deaths  reported"  from  diphtheria,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  antitoxin  is  always  given. 

The  New  York  state  statistics  report  "the  lowering  of  the  typhoid 
rates  corresponding  to  the  improvements  in  water  supplies"  of  the  state, 
which,  with  constantly  improving  sanitation  and  hygiene,  will  undoubtly 
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become  still  lower,  a  result  which  the  advocates  of  the  anti-typhoid 
vaccine  will  probably  claim  as  triumph  for  their  work  in  vaccination.  In 
1900,  the  death  rate  from  typhoid  fever  in  New  York  City  was  18.6  per 
cent  per  hundred  thousand.  Up  to  191 1  there  has  been  little  use  of  the 
new  serum  outside  of  the  United  States  army,  yet,  in  that  year,  the  death 
rate  in  New  York  City  had  fallen  to  11  per  cent.  During  the  same  years 
it  fell  at  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.,  from  22.2  per  cent  to  9  per  cent;  at  Auburn 
from  23.8  per  cent  to  7.9  per  cent;  at  Binghamton  from  25.6  to  4  per 
cent,  and  Oswego  from  47.5  per  cent  to  12.7  per  cent- 

Without  exception,  the  diseases  in  which  a  reduction  of  mortality 
has  been  effected  belong  to  the  "infectious"  class.  The  facts  show  un- 
mistakably the  success  of  public  sanitary  administration  in  New  York 
state. —  Denver  Republican,  April  9th. 

The  foregoing  statistical  statement  no  doubt  will  prove 
somewhat  surprising  to  that  class  who,  without  inquiry  or 
other  investigation,  have  united  an  unfaltering  faith  to  serums 
and  other  so-called  specifics  in  the  prevention  and  cure  of 
disease. 

Little  matter  though  the  alleged  fact  of  today  be  de- 
clared fraudulent  and  discarded  for  devices  of  deeper  dollar- 
drawing  power  tomorrow,  these  slaves  to  science  without  un- 
necessary delay  would  solace  themselves  with  a  supply  of 
something  just  as  good  in  substitution. 

One  would  think  from  the  large  number  of  failures 
without  one  single  success,  recorded  within  the  past  decade 
against  old  school  specifics,  that  seekers  after  so-called 
scientific  serums  and  such  stuff  would  become  discouraged, 
but — whether  to  their  credit  or  not  (it  certainly  has  not 
proved  beneficial  to  humanity),  they  still  continue  and  will, 
just  so  long  as  we  have  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  an  accommodating  secular  press,  to  spread  a  spurious 
serum-germ  gospel  free  of  charge  under  the  guise  of  news. 

There  is  one  thing  surprising  about  the  foregoing  clip- 
ping, and  that  is  it  were  ever  permitted  to  see  the  light  of  pub- 
licity. Either  someone  slept  in  the  A.  M.  A.  press  bureau 
switch  shanty  or  else  the  Denver  Republican,  knowing  a  good 
thing  (for  the  public)  from  a  news  standpoint,  had  the  nerve 
and  decency  to  print  it.  If  the  latter  be  the  case— hats  off 
to  The  Republican. 

The  American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy  has  been  search- 
ing in  every  section  for  propagandist^  means  wherewith  to 
promote  the  interests  of  homoeopathy  and  we  would  suggest 
supplying  its  members  and  the  public,  printed  copies  of  the 
foregoing  excerpt  in  combination  with  some  of  Dr.  Dewey's 
compilations  and  comparisons  of  the  two  principle  methods  of 
treating  diseased  conditions. 

No  one  reads  such  stuff? 
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Dear.,  deluded  homoepath,  do  you  suppose  the  American 
Medical  Association  would  maintain  a  horde  of  high  salaried 
•specialists  whose  whole  time  is  occupied  in  preparing  "stuff" 
that  reads  good  and  at  the  same  time  arouses  curiosity  in  the 
minds  of  the  average  reader  concerning  some  special  prepara- 
tion or  operation,  which  can  be  administered  or  performed  by 
some  member  of  this  close  corporation  only,  if  there  was  not 
money  or  prestige  to  be  gained  thereby? 

Get  down  to  brass  tacks,  dear  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
let  the  light  of  homcepathy  be  made  to  so  shine  that  the  laity 
and  profession,  now  somewhat  smugly  satisfied  with  the  situa- 
tion, may  be  made  to  sit  up  and  take  notice. 

We  read  in  one  of  Denver's  daily  papers  recently,  under 
flaring  red  headlines,  where  "Knife  Cures  Meningitis,"  not- 
withstanding the  child  died  after  the  operation;  the  article 
concluding  with  the  statement  that  "A  supply  of  the  Flexner 
serum  has  been  secured  by  the  University  of  Colorado  school 
and  will  be  used  in  the  county  hospital."  Xow  taking  into 
consideration  that  the  Xew  York  report  charges  up  a  death 
rate  of  90  per  cent  in  the  treatment  of  meningitis  against  the 
Flexner  fetish,  and  to  the  Denver  "cure"  one  of  100  per  cent, 
is  it  not  entirely  evident  that  any  one  afflicted  with  that  dis- 
ease, who  may  be  unfortunate  enough  to  occupy  the  position 
of  a  public  charge  or  who  may  fall  under  old-school  treat- 
ment, comes  pretty  near  being  between  the  devil  and  the  deep 
sea  insofar  as  relief  from  the  malady  under  so-called  scientific 
serum  or  surgery  treatment  is  concerned? 

Any  homoepath  with  even  a  sub-primary  supply  of  gray 
matter  who  could  not  discount  such  treatment  fifty  per  cent, 
so  far  as  lessening  fatalities  is  concerned,  would  deserve,  and 
no  doubt  would  be,  driven  from  the  state.

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A  WOMAN  PHYSICIAN   IS  NEEDED  FOR  THE  MARY 
S.  ACKERM AN-HOYT  HOSPITAL  AND  DISPEN- 
SARY FOR  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN, 
JHANSI,  INDIA. 

This  is  a  Christian  hospital,  opened  in  igoo,  two  years  after  a  dis- 
pensary had  been  started. 

In  one  year  more  than  10,000  treatments  have  been  given,  530  in- 
patients cared  for,  in  addition  to  many  visited  in  the  city  and  district- 

Jhansi,  a  city  whose  population  is  55,724,  is  situated  in  nearly  the 
geographical  center  of  India.  It  is  a  large  military  cantonment  and  civil 
station,  and  the  headquarters  of  the  Indian  Midland  Railway  Administra- 
tion. Throughout  a  vast  region  for  hundreds  of  miles  villages  are  thickly 
scattered,  in  very  few  of  which  the  Gospel  has  ever  been  preached.  The 
city  and  region  are  full  of  Mohammedans  in  addition  to  the  Hindus. 
There  are  not  more  than  fifteen  foreign  Christian  missionary  workers 
in  the  community. 

All  the  in-patients  are  under  regular  Christian  instruction  and  many 
who  are  now  Christians  state  that  they  were  first  led  to  think  of  God 
as  Father  and  Christ  as  Savior  by  reading  some  portion  of  Scripture 
given  to  them  in  the  hospital  or  dispensary. 

Patients  come  not  only  from  the  city,  but  from  the  neighboring 
native  states,  and  from  distant  towns  and  villages.  One  recently  came 
from  the  state  of  Datia,  where  no  mission  work  has  ever  been  done. 
Besides  having  a  successful  operation  performed  she  was  taught  to  read 
in  Hindi,  and  upon  returning  home  took  many  tracts  and  portions  of 
Scripture  which  she  promised  to  distribute  carefully. 

Successful  cases  bring  many  friends.  Among  the  patients  was  a  son 
of  a  washerwoman  who  had  all  the  superstitions  and  prejudices  of  his 
caste.  The  hospital  staff  were  not  told  of  the  child's  illness  until  he  had 
become  worse  under  the  treatment  of  native  doctors  and  was  approach- 
ing the  crisis  of  pneumonia.  He  was  finally  brought  to  the  hospital-  In 
addition  to  his  weakness  he  screamed  constantly  from  an  abscess  in  the 
middle  ear,  brought  on  doubtlessly  by  lack  of  proper  treatment  in  the 
earlier  stages.  His  relatives  were  sure  that  he  was  possessed  with  a 
devil  and  insisted  upon  taking  him  home  and  summoning  the  devil  doe- 
tor.  Their  treatment  consists  in  beating  and  torturing  the  patient  under 
the  mistaken  idea  that  they  are  afflicting  the  devil  who  will  leave  the 
patient  and  find  a  more  peaceable  abode.  Meantime,  not  only  the  relatives 
but  many  people  of  his  caste  arrived  at  the  hospital  and  began  a  loud 
wail  of  lamentation.  After  strenuous  efforts  the  parents  were  persuaded 
to  leave  the  child  at  the  hospital,  with  the  result  that  he  has  completely 
recovered.  Cases  like  this  do  much  in  breaking  down  false  belief  and 
worship. 

This  post  requires  a  woman  of  thorough  medical  training,  unim- 
paired physical  constitution,  good  sense,  sound  judgment,  capacity  for 
leadership,  a  cheerful,  hopeful  spirit,  ability  to  work  pleasantly  with 
othc:^ — all  controlled  by  a  single-hearted,  self-sacrificing  devotion  to 
Christ  and  His  cause.

Five-year  Course  for  Medical  Students. — Hereafter  students  in  schools 
belonging  to  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges  will  be  forced 
to  take  a  five-year  instead  of  a  four-year  course  as  at  present.  A  resolu- 
tion to  this  effect  was  adopted  at  the  closing  session  of  the  association 
at  Chicago  on  February  26,  1913. 

There  are  now  thirty  colleges  which  enforce  a  two  years'  collegiate 
course  preparatory  to  admittance  to  a  medical  college,  and  five  others 
have  adopted  the  same  rule,  effective  January  1,  1914.  The  resolution 
as  adopted  raised  the  entrance  standard  for  all  the  colleges  in  the  asso- 
ciation after  January  1,  1914,  to  include  a  year  of  college  work  in  Physics, 
Chemistry,  Animal  Biology  and  a  modern  language. 

Xezc  Course  at  Halinemann. — The  Hahnemann  Medical  College  has 
inaugurated  a  new  system  which  will  require  students  at  the  institution 
to  complete  a  six  years'  course  of  instruction  before  they  are  graduated. 
The  new  regulation  will  require  a  preliminary  year's  course  in  Biology, 
Physical  Chemisty,  both  organic  and  inorganic ;  Physics  and  modern 
languages  before  the  student  is  permitted  to  begin  a  four  years'  course 
in  medicine.  This  must  be  supplemented  by  a  compulsory  course  of  one 
year  in  hospital  work. 

The  preliminary  year's  work,  it  was  explained,  was  made  necessary 
because  so  many  of  the  preparatory  schools  are  unable  to  keep  pace  with 
the  advance  in  premedical  education. 

Five  city  hospitals  will  be  open  to  Hahnemann  graduates  for  the 
year  of  interne  work  required  under  the  new  regulations.  They  are 
Hahnemann.  St.  Luke's,  Children's  Homoeopathic,  Women's  Homoeo- 
pathic and  West  Philadelphia  Homoeopathic  Hospitals. 

Hahnemann  Fiscal  Report. — The  twenty-seventh  annual  meeting  of 
the  Hahnemann  Hospital  Association  was  held  at  the  Bellevue- Stratford, 
on  March  12,  1913.  Miss  I.  Semple  acted  as  president  pro  tern.  The 
report  of  the  general  treasurer,  Charles  Perkins,  showed  returns  from 
patients  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  amount- 
ing to  $6,000,  and  from  those  occupying  private  rooms  $49,000.  The 
corresponding  secretary  reported  several  donations  from  private  indi- 
viduals. Addresses  were  delivered  by  Bishop  Garland,  D.  W.  W.  Speak- 
raan  and  Dr.  Gilbert  J.  Palen.
